The author of ‘‘Armour of Ballymoney,” 
the most-discussed Irish book of the 
season, is in Belfast at present, enjoying 
a well-earned holiday. e is Mr. W. $. 
Armour, who edited The Northern Whig 
until 1930, and has held important posts 
in the educational services in India. 

Mr. Armour was educated at the Camp- 
bell College, which is as proud of him as 
the Academical Institution (best known in 
Belfast as “ Inst. ’’) is of his distingujshed 
father, the late Rev. J. B. Armour, of 
Ballymoney. It is curious to note that 
the two Irish biographies of the year, that 
of “ Armour of Ballymoney ” and Canon 
Hannay’s own life story, “* Pleasant 
Places,’’ both concern alumni of ** Inst.”’ ; 
for young Hannay, before he entered 
Trinity College, was sent to the famous 
Belfast day school to get a polishing in 
Mathematics that he had missed at Hailey- 
bury. “ Alas! even “' Inst ” failed to make 
a mathematician of the novelist-to-be, and 
he was sent for a while to the Methodist 
College, where he got a taste of co-educa- 
tion, and disliked it, since he was beaten 
every day by Miss Eva Henry, daughter 
of a professor at ‘‘ Queen’s.’’ 


Learning in Belfast 


By the way, I wish that someone would 
write a history of “Inst.” Every visitor 
to Belfast, as well as every native, knows 
that fine, old-world, brown-brick building 
in College square, one of the chaster 
beauties of the Northern architecture. The 
Institution owes its foundation to Dr. 
Drennan, the patriotic poet who first 
called Ireland ‘‘the Emerald Isle’’; and, 
after the failure of his hopes as a comrade 
of Wolfe Tone, devoted his public energies 
The Letters of Drennan 
were published recently by the Northern 
Record Office, one of the most valuable 
additions to Irish historical records in 
recent times. From ‘‘Inst.” came Sir 
Samuel Ferguson, and William Allingham

Wise-Cracks 


I suppose that the term which is used 
in the North of Ireland for a short and 
pithy conversation must have formed the 
basis for the proverbial wisdom of modern 
‘America, There is something terse, and 
even explosive, about the phrase “ having 
a bit of a crack,’’ and any one who wishes 
to get the full savour of what that expres- 
sion means need only turn to the works 
of Mr. Lynn Doyle. The Americans have 
gone a step further, not in humour—be- 
cause I do not think that there is any 
rival to Mr. Doyle in his own particular 
vein—but in terseness of expression. Of 
the examples that occur to me, the first 
is the delightful compliment paid to Pre- 
sident Grover Cleveland, of whom it was 
said that ‘‘ his friends loved him because 
of the enemies he had made.” Another 
was concerned with the slump a few years 
ago, when the ordinary American who had 
suffered learned to repeat the catch-phrase 
— Well, I guess we shall have to do 
without a lot of things our grandfathers 
never had. The last specimen I have 
seen is an allusion to Mr. Roosevelt's 
latest scheme—said to be founded on the 
suggestion of a famous English economist 
—by which he proposes to spend five 
thousand million dollars on public works 
as a move towards prosperity and a partial 
solution of the unemployment problem. 
The conservative American’s reaction to 
this idea is expressed in the statement-- 
““We are going to lift ourselves up by our 
own bootstraps.’’ 


Restless Rooks

COAL. AND TURF 


This fact is exemplified by the returns 
dealing with the imports of coal. In 1930 
the quantity of coal imported amounted to 
2,499,531 tons, while for the: first eleven 
months of last year the total imports of coal 
amounted to 2,087,533 tons. The quantity of 
turf cut from Irish bogs was considerably 
greater. This is demonstrated by the fact 
that, whereas in the period after last 
Christmas until the 1934 peat supplies were 
available, there was a shortage of turf, there 
is at the moment a sufficient quantity avail- 
able to meet most of the requirements of the 
country. 

Having regard to the increase in the popu- 
lation, the increasing number of new home- 
steads and the establishment of new indus- 
tries, there is plenty of room for expansion 
so far as the industry is concerned. In the 
urban districts, the reports of the Electricity 
Supply Board and the gas companies reveal 
that more people are depending on electricity 
and gas for fuel purposes. In the rural dis- 
tricts, where these supplies are not available 
w Fag same extent, tort. is becoming the chief 
uel, 


MACHINE TURF 


While there has been an improvement in 
the sale of ordinary cut turf, an /rish Times 
reporter discovered yesterday that the sales 
of machine-made turf did not appreciate to 
the extent that might have been anticipated. 
From the point of view of general utility, 
this product, owing to the special processes 
to which it is treated, comes much nearer the 
calorific standard of coal; yet it does not 
appear to be so popular. This fact suggests 
that the turf which is consumed in Dublin or 
in the other larger centres of population is 
used more from patriotic reasons than from 
the result of actual value. The same motive 
that has been responsible for the use of turf 
in all Government offices apparently actuates 
these householders. 

While the turf scheme is meeting with 
such success, the fuel problem in remote 
parts of the country has an entirely different 
aspect. There are parts of West Donegal, 
for instance, where people who have been 
using turf all their lives and whose fore- 
fathers have been using it also, have to 
travel as far as eight miles in order to get to 
the nearest bog, the adjacent bogs having 
been absorbed. Against this, however, 
there are large tracts of hog that have never 
been igached. 

The Turf Development Board seems to be 
keeping their plans for 1935 a secret, but it 
is stated that the advertismg campaign 
which was carried on last year, which pro- 
duced excellent results, will be continued this 
year. At present a factory for the making 
of turf briquettes is being erected, and it is 
believed that this will be in operation during 
the present season A factory for the pro- 
duction of machine-made turf has been 
operating successfully at Turraun, in Offaly, 
for some years past.

HOW STATE REVENUE 
BENEFITS

PURE-BREDS ON THE 
INCREASE 


OBODY knows how many dogs exist in 
N the Free State. No one can know. 
‘The only means -of census is the 
register, of licences. All dogs need not be 
licensed, while some consistently evade that 
form ot registration. State revenue, never- 
theless, benefits to the extent of about 
£72,000 a year out of dog licences. ~The 
authorities stated that in 1 licences were 
issued for 226,774 dogs. The figures for 1954 
are not yet to be had, but an estimate of 
a lower number was suggested. The state- 
ment was ventured that the dog population 
had been dropping for the pab’t few years. 
A different opinion is held by Mr. RE. G. 


es Executive Secretary to the Tail 
agers: Club. 
“IT would have. said offhand,” he said, 


“that there were far more dogs in the Free 
State than there were five years ago. Pure- 
bred dogs are certainly on the increase. I 
got figures from the Department of Posts 
and “‘Telegraphs some time ago for the year 
ending March 31, 1932. They stated that 
263,423 dog licences had been issued in the 
Free State during that period. I am abse- 
lutely convinced that there are more dogs 
here to-day. The Ggures you have for the 
year 1933 indicate a large increase, and | 
do not believe we had fewer in 1934.’ 
He also stated that at the Irish Kennel 
Club’s Show at the Royal Dublin Society's 
grounds on St. Patrick’s Day, 1922, 605 dogs 
were entered. In 1934 there were 2,091 
entries. In 1922 there were eight shows 
and field parades, while in 1934 there were 
27 shows and field parades. ‘‘Six thousand 
people attended the last show, and that,’’ he 
said, “- should indicate an increasing interest, 
meaning more dogs bred 

An /rish Times reporter remarked. that, 
whether there were more or less dogs this 
year than last, the ordinary citizen would 
be surprised: that the number of dogs. in 
the Free State was so high. 


BREEDERS | 


Mr. Quirke rephed that the number of 
breeders was now very large, and, in the case 
of greyhounds alone, he supposed that there 
were abuut 50,000 in Ireland. Since the Tail 
Waggers’ Club came into existence the growth 
of interest in dogs had been considerable. 

“This interest,” he said, ‘ affected all 
classes in society. There are very poor people 
who will keep good dogs of breed, In ap- 
proved cases the Tail Waggers’ Club some- 
times pays the licensing fee for poor persons. 
The club also has adopted a stamp system, 
whereby people can pay twopence a week, 
and, when they have filled their cards to the 
required amount, the club gets them their 
dog licences." 

Mr, Quirke mentioned the interesting fact 
that at the next Irish Kennel Club Show it 
was hoped to have on view Boston Terriers— 
the national dog of the United States. 

Keepers of dogs became liable for licence 
fees on the first day of the year. The fee is 
five shillings. and already the post offices 
‘throughout the Free State have the extra 
business of issuing them. 


LICENCES 


There is among people an opitiion that, if 
a licence is paid before the end of March, all 
is well; but the law knows nothing of it. 
Every unlicensed dog is liable to let his 
keeper, or owner, in for a £5 penalty, if the 
authorities choose to act. The only period of 
grace is that measured by the common- 
sense of the authorities. Should a dog licence 
be demanded of an owner or keeper of a dog 
in the open, and he has not got the licence 
on his persen, he has to produce it within 
twelve hours at his residence, or become 
liable to a £2 penalty. 

The only dog not bound to be licensed is 
one under a month old, or a dog used to guide 
or lead the blind. The latter exemption is 
subject to compliance with certain conditions 
~_ may possibly be required by the authori- 
ies. 

Whenever a dog is permitted to live or re- 
main on premises the occupier is liable for 
the licence, unless he can prove that the 
animal was there without his consent, and 
that he had not custody of it.

COLLECTION 


A sad-eyed old man, with white hair and the 
suave manners of a diplomat, stood gazing 
yesterday at a half-empty room in a house 
on Chelsea Embankment, London. He Sad 
just seen a van carry away the last treasures 
of a collection which he had spent his life in 
making world-famous. He was 71 years old 
Mr. George Eumorfopoulos, from whom the 
British Museum and the Victoria and Albert 
Museum have combined for the nation to buy, 
for the price of £100,000, his treasures of 
Chinese and Far Eastern art. 

“It is hard to see them all go.” he said 
yesterday. ‘‘ They have been my friends for 
so long. For 31 years I have been gathering 
all these precious things together, and now 
they must all go.”’ 

At the British Museum the priceless works 
of art were unpacked with care. They are to 
be guarded day and night by special 
attendants. 

Mr. R. L. Hobson, Keeper of Oriental 
Antiquities, said it was '' possibly the finest 
private collection in the world. We have 
acquired it for £100,000,"’ he said, “ but it is 
more or less a gift at the price.”

His 
appointment was renewed in the followin 
year at a salary of £300, and in duly, 1929, 
an agreement was drawn up between the 
committee and Mr. ve, under which he 
was io receive as remuneration for his 
services as architect fees amounting to 4) 
per cent. of the total amount of certificates 
issued by him, and 2, per cent. of the 
estimated cost of any work approved of by 
the committee, but not carried out. He was 
also to receive 4 per cent. of the purchase 
price of school sites. 
That agreement expired on March 31, 
1952, and a supplementary agreement was 
drawn which terminated on March 31, 1933. 


£9.600 IN FIVE*YEARS 


Mr. Murphy stated that during the five 
years ended March 31, 1932, Mr. Love 
received in fees from the committee the sum 
of £9,615 8s. 1ld., and in the year ended 
March 31, 1933, the total amount received 
by him was £2,085 13s, lid. 

Without going into any details, it was 
shown, declared counsel. that Mr. Lowe had 
issued certificates for sums that were not 
due at the time when thé certificates were 
issued, and that paying orders were accord- 
ingly issued and tendered to Mr. Love, who 
retained them for, varying periods.

Details would be placed before the Com- 
missioners of seven building contracts in 
which orders were actually outstanding to 
the amount of £28,000, and at various 
periods paying orders amounting at times to 
one-half the total payments were outstanding, 
and were in Mr. Love's hands and retained 
by him for different periods of time. 

The result of the issuing of certificates 
long before the orders should be made re- 
sulted in Mr. Love obtaining his commission 
as from the time the certificates were issued, 
therefore Mr, Love stood to gain by getting 
his money earlier than he should have in the 
ordinary course. 

Counsel further said that a sum of 
£12,000 had been represented on certificates 
issued. As the result of inquiries Mr. Love 
came before the Committee on June 13, 1934, 
and explained that the paving orders received 
from the Regional Committee were retained 
by him in his office‘until the amounts were 
due. In some cases, Mr. Love said, the time 
was considerable, and he had to retain some. 
of them for six months to force contractors 
to carry out certain works. 


A LOAN OF £1,000 


Mr, Love further said that certain differ- 
ences arose between him and the eontractors 
for the Castle Street Central P.E. Schools, 
Bangor, Messrs, T. McKee and Sons, and 
that eight paying orders for £1,000 each 
were lodged in the joint names of the con- 
tractors and Mr. Love on deposit receipt in 
the Northern Bank, and, according to Mr. 
Love's statement, a loan of £1,000 had been 
advaneéd* by Messrs. McKee to Mr. Love. 
and that the loan was used for the erection 
of a house for Mr. Love.

STATEMENT BY 
HAULIERS 


REE STATE motor transport owners 
F are fighting desperately to avoid 
the compulsory acquisition by the 


railway companies, which was provided for 
in the Road Traffic Act that came into opera- 
tion on Slst July, 1934. They maintain that 
the public. is, best served. by individual firms. 
as x “mg a monopoly, and have appealed to 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce to 
let them alone for two years from now in 
order that they may prove their claim under 
the present conditions of increasing internal 
traffic. 

There is a possibility that their appeal may 
succeed; for, unexpectedly, several of the 
largest firms which were to have been com- 
pulserily acquired by Ist January, 1935, are 
still running their own services. The com- 
panies’ representations to acquire these firms 
compulsorily have so far been unsuccessful— 
the Minister has not issued the necessary 
orders, 

_ Encouraged, the hauliers are now redoubl- 
ing their efforts to retain their individualities, 
and the railway company are faced with an 
unexpected. shortage of vehicles necessary, 
especially just now, in the “season,” for the 
carriage of beet to the four factories—at 
Carlow, Thurles, Tuam and Mallow. Unable 
so far to acquire the vehicles compulsorily, 
the company has sought the voluntary assist- 
ance of the hauliers “to relieve the present 
congestion,’’ and last night the Hauliers’ 
Association decided against hiring the vehicles 
required to the company. 

No compulsory acquisitions have been per- 
mitted, under Section 54, since the Act came 
into operation on Sist July last, but two 
voluntary acquisitions occurred, of Leix 
Lorries, Ltd., and Patsy Transport, Ltd. 


HAULIERS’ STATEMENT 


The Irish Motor Hauliers’ Association 

(which represents about 1,000 out of the 1,400 
road transport licencees) last night issued the 
‘tollowing statement :— 
“The Executive Committee met to-night 
to consider the serious position arising out of 
the serving of notices on some of their mem- 
bers, who were to be compulsorily acquired 
as and from Ist January, 1935. It was 
decided that, as no orders had been received 
from the Minister for.Industry aid Commerce 
in respect of the following firms, they should 
continue to operate their services as hereto- 
fore: — J. Dooly and Sons, Birr; P. 
‘McCloskey and Sons, Drogheda; Midland 
Express Company, Dublin; O'Sullivan Bros., 
Dublin; 1, Cooney, Drogheda; John O’Reilly, 
Navan. 

“The request of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company that certain members of the 
Association should hire their vehicles to that 
company to relieve the present congestion in 
connection with the transport of beet was 
considered. It was decided that, in view of 
the continuance of the members’ own services, 
it would be impossible for them to accede to 
the company’s request,” 


A TWO YEARS’ RESPITE. 


Members of the Executive Committee told 
an Trish’ Times reporter that any compulsory 
acquisitions must occur before July Slst, 
1935. 

The Act allows a two years’ — for 
individual firms after that. The hauliers 
want the respite to have effect from now. 

"We want to help the Minister in regard 
to road transport,” said a committee mem- 
ber, “ but we want to help as individuals, 
not controlled by the railway companies.

THE PROBLEM | 
OF TRAFFIC 


SCIENTISTS AS 
INVESTIGATORS

SUGGESTION IN 
LONDON 


—-— 


HE setting up of a committee oí 
T scientists to study road trafifc problems 
was suggested by Colonel Mervyn 
O'Gorman at a meeting of the British Science 
Guild in London. The aim of such a com- 
mittee would be to find methods of preventing 
accidents while maintaining traffic fluidity, 
Colonel O'Gorman said that the road traffic 
roblem was a burring one, difficult not only 
ause of accidents, But because road traffic 
was necessary for the life of the State. Road 
traffic was not replaceable by other distribu- 
tive agencies, ts prosperity was advan- 
tageous to other distributive agencies, Road 
transport (pedestrian and vehicular) was an 
industry having economic effects which were 
not diminished by the fact that sometimes 
the movement was pleasurable, whether on 
foot or on wheels. 
The magnitude of motor transport as an in- 
dustry was such that it had more emrloyés, 
involved more capital wealth, and paid larger 
taxation to the State than ‘almost any other 
industry. Even had it been smaller, it was 
indispensable to manufacture and to trade. 
and was the essential fertiliser of almost all 
industry and commerce. This indispensable 
character became accented in a world crisis of 
under-consumption, where under-distribution 
was alre*w? the weak factor. 
The improvement which is being, and must 
be, sought in safety of distribution by road 
involves getting the largest amount of this 
necessary road distribution achieved per 
single accident. The goal was to get it all 
done for no accident, in which case the acci- 
dent ratio was zero, 
To know the effect or improvement due to 
any change of traffic control or of legisla- 
tion or of road layout or of road code, it was 
not sufficient to count fatalities and casual- 
ties, but the flow of traffic must also he 
measured before and after the change. In 
doing this, we must not lose sight “of the 
factor of “road exposure,’’ which, unless it 
was measured, left statistics meaningless. 
The business of evolving the necessary in- 
struments, the analytical methods, the in- 
terpretation of data, and similar work on the 
the accident ratio, was the proper function of 
science. The sciences involved included, not- 
ably, . physics, mechanics, mathematics, 
chemistry, geology, metallurgy, statistics, 
physiology, psychology, etc. The best way of 
securing collaboration among these was by 
& committee. 
Such a committee should: advise and make 
experiments and research; it should not con- 
tain road interests, financial or professional. 
and it should receive all the specific “ road 
and traffic’’ information that it needed from 
the three Ministries of Transport, Health, 
and Home Office, and from witnesses. 
Following the precedent of the successful 
Aeronautical Research Committee, at its 
foundation in 1908, it should not report to 
any one of these Ministries, but direct to the 
First Lord of the Treasury. Its. members 
should be paid, and all be scientific men, 
preferably nominated by the Royal Society, 
in conjunction with the. Department of Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research. 
. The Committee, having been formed, should 
be free to formulate and verify its wn

“TSCHAIKOWSKY 
FROM CHEESE”

M R. A. J. HERBERT, who was born in 


Brighton, Sussex, is known during 

his working hours as ‘ Taxicab 
Driver No. 120,” but he is also an authority, 
on music (writes Reuter from Seattle, Wash- 
ington). 

Every time the Seattle Symphony Or- 
chestra gives a concert he garages the taxi, 
takes out his own motor car, and goes with 
his wife to hear it. Next day he goes to the 
library’ and searches for information on 
obscure prints about the composers—and 
their works—whose music he has heard. He 
has been doing this for years. 


DROVE KREISLER 


Mr. Herbert has also learned a great deal 
by talking to famous musicians who have 
been his “ fares.” Kreisler and the late Utto 
Kahn are two of them. It is 22 years since 
Mr. Herbert came to Seattle, and he got his 
first taste of “ real music ” while lying in a 
base hospital in- France in 1915 wile in the 
Canadian Army. He head  Rossini’s 
‘ William Tell ” Overture, and says that he 
has never forgotten the thrills it gave him. 

Later he was chauffeur in Seattle to Mrs. 
Edgar Ames, one of the guiding spirits of the 
Music and Art Foundation. In those days hé 
used to drive aspiring young musicians 
(whom the Foundation took under its wing) 
to auditions. : 

“T used to wait inside,” he relates, ' end 
I began to learn a lot more about music. 
Sometimes he drove Mr. Karl Krueger, fer- 
merly conductor of the Seattle Orchestra, who 
told him anything he wished to know about 
music. Last spring, when the San Carlo Opera 
Company was here, Mr. Herbert drove Mr. 
Fortune Gallo, the company s manager, 10 tis 
taxi one day. 


SEVEN MILES TOO FAR 


Mr. Gallo was. so surprised to hear the 
driver humming a difficult aria from 
‘ Rigoletto "—and getting all the tricky lits 
right—that he immediately gave “him three 
opera tickets. One day about five years azo 
Mr. Herbert Filene, the Boston music patron, 
cot into Mr. Herbert’s car. They began to 
talk about music. . . . and drove seven miles 
past Mr. Filene’s destination. 

The people who really annoy Mr. uerbert 
are those who pretend to understand music, 
because thev think it is fashionable. “ Why, 
from the inane conversations I Lear in. ty 
cab,” he says, “I know that some of them 
do not know Tschaikowsky from cheese.

Paris and Rome 


M. Laval, the French Foreign Minister, 
is going to Rome after all. During the 
last few days there have been all sorts of 
rumours to the effect that the preliminary 
pourparlers between France and Italy had 
broken down, and that M. Laval would 
postpone his visit to Signor Mussolini 
indefinitely; but it was announced 
officially last night that he will leave 
Paris for Rome this evening. This state- 
ment means, in effect, that an agreement 
in principle has been reached between 
France and Italy. Negotiations have been 
conducted through the normal channels 
of professional diplomacy, and, although 
a host of obstacles presented themselves, 
it seems that an arrangement satisfactory 
to both sides has been reached. When M. 
Laval reaches Rome he will be met by 
Signor Mussolini, with whom he will 
discuss the terms of the agreement, clause 
by clause, and, presumably, the instru- 
ment will be initialled by both statesmen 
before M. Laval returns to Paris. At the 
moment the agreement is in the form of 
an aide mémoire, and is stated to be 
“very precise, clear and unequivocal.” 
Apparently it is divided into two parts, 
one of which deals with purely Italo- 
French problems, and the other with the 
question of Austria’s independence. For 
several years France and Italy have been 
more or less at loggerheads regarding 
certain matters in North Africa, where 
their colonial interests often clash. One 
of these matters in dispute had reference 
to the retention by Italians of. their 
nationality after a certain period of 
residence in French. colonies, and another 
concerned the frontier between Eritrea and 


French Somaliland. If, indeed, there has 


been agreement on these points, a source 
of constant irritation will have been 
‘removed ; for they were cropping up con- 
tinuqusly, and prevented anything like 
real co-operation in Europe between Italy 
and France. 

The problem of Austria’s independence 
raises a whole series of complications, 
chief among which is the khotty issue of 
treaty revision. On this point France and 
Italy are divided sharply. France, sup- 
ported staunchly by the Little Entente, 
insists on the absolute integrity of the 
peace treaties. M. Laval stated recently 
that the removal of a single frontier post 
in Central Europe might set the continent 
ablaze, and all the French parties are at 
one in their determination that there 
shall be no nibbling at the settlements of 
1919. Italy, on the other hand, is 
strongly in favour of revision. Signor 
Mussolini has championed the cause of 
Hungary openly. He has declared that 
the peace treaties must be revised, in 
order to undo some of the alleged injus- 


Palace, and also on more than one occa- 
sion he has expressed his sympathy with 
Germany’s revisionist claims. ‘fhe present 
agreement seems to have avoided this 
issue rather cleverly. In Austria’s case, 
for example, it guarantees her inde- 
pendence, but makes no mention of her 
frontiers, so that, presumably, Italy and 
France, in the future as in the past, will 
be able to pursue different policies if they 
so choose. The guarantee of Austrian in- 
dependence, provided by Italy and France, 
will be supported by Hungary, Czecho- 
slovakia, Yugoslavia; and, it is to be 
hoped, by Germany. There is some 
obscurity here; for, under the agreement 
between the members of the Little 
Entente, Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and 
Rumania act in all matters of this kind 
as a single Power—and there has been no 
mention of Rumania. It is possible that 
France may be able to persuade the 
Czechoslovaks and the Yugoslavs to agree 
to Rumania’s omission, on the ground that

Her attitude, 
of course, will be decisive. If she sub-

1934. For all the encouragement given to 
Britain’s own breeders, and for all Presi- 
dent de Valera’s bounties, sales of British 
and Irish beef were responsible for only 
224 tons out of the increase of nearly 14,000 
tons. This poor achievement is the more 
pathetic because there was a substantial 
decline in foreign supplies, which fell by 
2,751 tons. The great Dominions, whose 
sales of beef to Britain rose by more than 
16,000 tons, were the chief beneficiaries ; 
and herein the Free State may find another 
cause of alarm. The fact seems to be that, 
even if Britain has not lost her appetite 
for meat, she is learnitig to substitute 
chilled and frozen meat for fresh meat. 
There are several reasons for the change. 
In the first place, chilled and frozen beef 
is cheaper than fresh meat. In the 
second place, during the past decade 
Britain’s supplies of fresh beef have been 
decreasing, as more and more of her 
farmers have been compelled by poverty to 
leave the land; and the scarcity has 
become serious since Saorstát produce lost 
its right of free entry to the British 
market. Simultaneously with this decline 
int her fresh supplies has come an intensi- 
fying of the great Dominions’ assault upon 
Britain. Her imports from New Zealand 
and Australia are higher to-day than ever, 
and so far the controlling clause in the 
Ottawa agreements, which stipulated that 
the two Dominions should reduce their 
consignments of meat of their own accord, 
has made no difference. It seems now that 
harmony has been attained, and that 
Dominion meat will be subject to a quota 
system ; but, even so, Britain’s purchases 
of chilled and frozen beef will remain at a 
very high level. The Free State must 
bring the '' "to an early 
end if she wishes to retain any hold upon 
the British market; and we rejoice that 
the reported ‘‘ Gentleman’s Agreement,” 
which we print to-day, suggests that peace

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Monuments 


Unwanted pictures can be hidden in the 
attic, unreadable books can be consigned 
to the dustbin ; but we cannot dispose so 
easily of ugly statues. Arts other 
mistakes can be set right by time, if by 
nothing else: but mistakes in marble and 
bronze have a horrible permanence, and 
almost defy time. Effigies of the politicians 
and patriots of sixty years ago still 
dominate our streets in all the absurdity 
of their frock coats and side-whiskers, and 
will continue to dominate them until they 
fall to pieces. Once a statue has been 
erected, it will not easily be removed ; for 
its size and weight alone are an argument 
which none but the most ardent civic 
authorities are willing to meet. Besides, 
it begins to earn an undeserved affection 
after a time, however ugly it may be— 
usually because of its subject, but often 
merely because it has become a landmark, 
The same difficulties arise, though in a 
smaller degree, with memorial tablets. In 
Westminster Abbey, for example, their 
problem has become quite serious. With 
the passing years, the stately lines of the 
Abbey have become hidden behind a mass 
of sculpture. Marble plaques cover the 
walls, statues of long-forgotten statesmen 
jostle one another at every turn, and great 
monuments (some of them over thirty 
The 
Abbey authorities are willing to ‘‘ weed 
out’ some of the more unfortunate 
examples of the sculptor’s art ; but do not 
know where to begin. Some of the ugliest 
monuments are so large that they could 
be moved only with the greatest difficulty, 
while others, set up to the memory of 
famous men, have a strong sentimental 
value. The truth is that it is far more 


easy to erect a statue or monument than to 


take it away, and the example’ of West- 
minster Abbey should not be ignored. 
Already we have many regrettable monu- 
ments, and, if we cannot abolish them, at 
least we can be careful that we do not 
add to their number. .

FORCE OF 3,000 REBELS 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ATHENS, Wednesday. 


The evening papers publish resorts of a 
serious outbreak in Northern Albania. 

It was stated recently that an Albanian 
officer, and former aide-de-camp to King 
Zog, was leading a rebellion against the 
King and his Government from a district 
on the borders 0: Yugoslavia. It is now 
reported that as a result of his activities 
in Northern Albania martial law has been 
preelaimed, and the Yugoslav frontier 
has been closed. 

The aide-de-camp, assisted by another 
officer, is said to have gathered a force of 
3,500 men, and to have had many smal! 
engagements with the Government troops. 

The newspaper Estia goes further, and 
states that the revolutionaries are masters 
of the situation in Northern Albania. 

There are signs that the revolutionary 
virus is spreading to the Government 
troops, who are reported to have killed 
five officers. Many reservists have been 


and those who refused to serve havegbeen 
sent to jail with their families, and their 
houses burned down. 

Albanian official circles are reported to 
shew the greatest uneasiness, and King 
Zog is reported to be ill in bed in his 
palace. 

The King’s sisters have not left the 
palace, but are ready to proceed abroad if 
necessary. Official circles in Athens, 
however, no news of any of these happen- 
ings, and nothing is known here of any 
bomb outrage at the King’s Palace at 
Tirana. 


NO TRUTH IN REPORTS 
From Reuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 


VIENNA, Wednesday. 

In Albanian circles here it is stated 
that there is absolutely no truth in the 
reports of revolts in Albania, and of at- 
tempts to assassinate King og. 

‘IT am in constant communication with 
Tirana,’’ said the Albanian representative, 
‘‘and there everyone is astounded at these 
reports, as the country is absolutely peace- 
tul. Nothing is. happening there; yet 
every day bá a Greek source the 
weirdest stories are being circulated.”’ 

Reports from Athens that King Zog had 
been wounded by a bomb, and that 
Moharem Bairaktar, his aide-de-camp, 
who was said to be leading the revolu- 
tionaries, had been ars. after severe 
fighting in North Albania, were cate- 
gorically denied by the Albanian Chargé 
d'A ffaires in London yesterday. 

In Albanian circles in London the re- 
ports were ascribed to a desire on the part 
of certain: quarters unfriendly towards 
Albania to prejudice Albania’s develop- 
ment, and particularly to hold up a loan 
of £1,000,000 sterling which Albania. is 
seeking to raise with Dutch and Swiss 
bankers for the country’s internal develop- 
ment. 

This loan, which is to be used for build- 
ing schools and roads, is to be based 
mainly on the security of the tobacco 
monopoly which the Albanian Government 
contemplates establishing.

The Free State has undertaken to 
pufchase the whole of her imports of coal 
from Great Britain. In return Britain 
has agreed to a plan for additional imports 
of Irish cattle into this country. 

The negotiators on the British side 
were Mr. J.. H. Thomas, Mr. Runciman 
and Mr, Elliot.

Dulanty, High Commissioner of the Irish 
Frée State in London. 


SUBSIDY TO CONTINUE 

The position of British live stock pro- 
ducers will probably be safeguarded by a 
continuance for a time of the subsidy, 
which is due to expire on March 31, 

This agreement is the first practical 
step towards the restoration of normal! re- 
lations since Mr. de Valera’s repudiation 
of the Free State’s financial obligations 
in March, 1932, led to an economic war. 

Political issues remain unaffected by 
the present development. At the same 
time, it is felt that a definite forward 
step has been made, and that it may be 
followed in time by further moves. to 
bridge the .ap between the two countries. 

The secret that negotiations were in 
progress during the closing weeks of last 
vear was remarkably well kept. While 
for the most part the Irish side of the 
discussions was conducted by Mr. 
Dulanty, it is rumoured that a member 
of the Irish Free State Government paid 
a fleeting visit to Engiard in connection 
with the negotiations. 

The Political Correspondent of the 
Daily Sketch understands that the scheme 
will come into operation early next 
month.

VERY resident of Dublin will shortly 
be concerned .in ‘a labour dispute 
which threatens to hold up the city’s 
municipal services controlled by the 
RQublin Corporation. 

Apart from such a consideration, the 
ratepayers are now faced with an extra 
demand of £40,000, which is the lowest 
price which must be paid for a settlement 
of the dispute. 

Last night the Dublin City Manager, 
Mr. Gerald J. Sherlock, was served with a. 
notice from the Irish Municipal Employés’ 
Trade Union which contained a demand 
that its members’ hours of work should be 
reduced to forty per week, with an express 
provision that there should be no reduction 
whatsoever in wages. 

The demand will more or less ‘‘ hang 
fire ” until it comes before the next meet- 
ing of the Dublin Corporation, which 
usually meets during the second week of 
each month, unless a special meeting is 
called to deal with the state of emergency 
which had been created. In the mean- 
time, however, efforts to reach a workable 
formula for a settlement may be made by 
independent parties. 


NOTICES SERVED 


Mr. Sherlock told an Jrish Times repre- 
sentative last night, when confirming the 
statement that the notice had been served, 
that at present municipal workers are 
engaged for forty-four hours each week. 
This period, he added, is shorter than the 
working week of most other artisans and 
labourers under other employers. 

“The question of “the demand for a 
forty-hour week,’’ continued Mr. Sherlock, 
‘“cannot be considered without the due 
formalities having been completed. The 
matter has not yet come before the City 
Council, As it involves the Corporation in 
a serious financial difficulty, apart from 
other considerations, the issue cannot be 
thrashed out without time for reflection 
on all the implications.”’ 

The Irish Municipal Employés’ Trade 
Union is a body*to which most of the 
Dublin Corporation's wage-earning staff 
‘belong. Its members include dustmen, 
sewerage workers and others engaged in 
essential public services. House-building 
schemes which are being carried out by 
the Dublin Corporation under the “ direct 
labour "’ system, whereby the workers are 
engaged directly by the Corporation and 
not outsids contractors, would also be 
held up by such a strike. 


WATER AND FIRE SERVICES 


The water supply system could not be 
operated properly if the union decided to 
enforce its demands by: strike action, and 
this would render the Fire Brigade 
virtually powerless to combat outbreaks in 
the city area. Not only the city would be 
affected, but also places like Howth and 
Dun Laoghaire, which obtain their sup- 
plies from the Corporation’s reservoirs. — 

Late last night it was learned that, in 
all, 2,000 workers are affected by the 
union’s demands. A conference between 
union representatives and the City 
Manager on a different matter takes place 
to-day, but it is hoped that subsequently 
a discussion may take place on. the 
differences arising out of the new demand. 
An official of the union said that a notifi- 
cation of receipt of the demand had been 
received from the City Manager, and 
“ theré the matter rests for the present.”

M. LAVAL FOR ROME 
—————- 


In -an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes :—It is wholly satisfactory that 
the French Cabinet was able to decide 
yesterday that M. Laval should proceed 
to Rome to-day. At this critical moment 
in European affairs every . diplomatic 
action tending to bring countries together 
must contribute to speed the momentum of 
the good-will which was so happily en- 
gendered at Geneva last month, and which 
may produce something like general 
stabilisation if it is resolutely pressed. 
For the same reason a set-back at this 
moment would be a special disappoint- 
ment, particularly since, in the case of 
the Franco-Italian negotiations, the two 
Governments had evidently come so very 
near to agreement at the end of last week. 

It is, of course, the form of the arrange- 
ment to be proposed in regard to Austria 
which will arouse the most interest-and have 
the great importance, adds The Times. 
Austria is a nerve centre which, at the 
present moment. isso inflamed that a touch 
there radiates sensations over half Europe. 
That is probably in itself the explanation 


of the doubts and objections which were 


raised in-so many different places as soon 
as the first report of the Rome draft agree- 
ment got about. Germany was said to be 
violently opposed to the project ; Hungary 
was reported to be shocked’ at: Signor 
Mussolini’s apparent departure from his 
traditional championship of treaty revi- 
sion. The Little Emtente “States, on the 
other hand, were supposed to suspect 
France of sacrificing some of their interests 
to her desire to be on good terms with 
Italy. Rumania’s position “especially 
was thought to be ambiguous, since 
she is not a neighbour of Austria. 
She was described as reluctant . to 
come in, while Turkey, strangely enough, 
was described as being reluctant to be I¢ft 
out. With more plausibility Austria Was 
believed to relish the prospect of having her 
independence guaranteed by States which 
a few years ago were subordinate races in 
the Hapsburg Dominions. Some ‘of these 
objections were probably real; more were 
imaginary. The difficulties, actual or 
potential, were, in any case, enough to 
make Signor Mussolini hesitate, but his 
sense of realism has prevailed. 

It remains to be seen in what respects 
the proposed obligations will be mutual. 
Will Austria herself be expected to assume 
any fresh obligations in regard to her 
neighbours ? The Convention may, perhaps, 
be found to be mutual in the undertaking 
not to interfere in the internal affairs of 
a neighbour, and not to harbour or 
encourage international terrorists. Even if 
its provisions amount to no more than 
that, the Convention can hardly fail to be 
of a stabilising character, and it is greatly 
to be hoped that not one of Austria’s 
neighbours will have any serious difficulty 
about adhering to it.

| MPORTANT and far-reaching 

developments in European 
policy were reported yesterday 
from Paris. M. Laval is, after 
all, to make his visit to Rome to 
see Signor Mussolini, and will 
leave Paris for the Italian capital 
at 8.30 p.m. to-day. 


It had been feared earlier that 
the recent hitch in the Franco- 
Italian talks would delay his visit 
until after the Saar plebiscite. 


At the same time, Paris reports 
make it clear that an agreement 
has, in effect, been reached be- 
tween the two countries, not only 
on outstanding F ranco-ltalian difh- 
culties, but on the guaranteeing of 
Austrian independence. 


The difficulty of meeting the 
wishes of Powers that desire 
Treaty revision is met by omitting 
any reference to frontiers. The 
details of the agreement will not 
be revealed until after the two 
statesmen meet. 


Later, the French Premier 
and Foreign Minister will come to 
London to give the result of the 
Rome talks, and to try to make 
further progress in smoothing out 
international problems. 


PROFOUND EASING OF 
GENERAL TENSION 
From ReEvuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 

PARIS, Wednesday. 


‘‘ A tremendous step forward towards 
the appeasement of Europe and a new 
chapter in the history of disarmament.’’ 
This was how a high authority described 
to Reuter the news that M. Laval, the 
Foreign Minister, had reached an agree- 
ment with Signor Mussolini enabling him 
to visit Rome. 

“For years the strained relations 
between France and Italy have been one of 
the most powerful disturbing factors in 
Europe. All moves towards the settle- 
ment of international problems of all kinds 
in the past five years have sooner or later 
struck on the concealed rocks of Franco- 
Italian suspicions and jealousies,’’ con- 
tinued the same authority.

OUTSIDE STATES MAY

The exact details of the Laval-Mussolini 
agreement will not be revealed until after 
their meeting in Rome, but Reuter is 
authoritatively informed that it is “ very 
precise, clear and unequivocal.”’

In view of Italy’s well-known ideas of 
Treaty revision and Frances equally 
adamant stand by the Treaty of Versailles, 
a formula by which the Austrian State was 
guaranteed independence without frontiers 
being mentioned, was the sole means of 
getting out of the impasse, 

The egreement provides for lines of 
approach-to such a pact, which will doubt- 
less stress ideas of non-interference in 
internal affairs, abstention from propa- 
ganda, etc. 

It is expected here that M. Flandin and

forcible. 

There will follow an agreement by Italy, 
Yugoslavia; Czechoslovakia and Hungary, 
not, as previously stated, to support 
Austrian independence, but to agree 
mutually not to interfere with Austrian 
internal affairs, or with each other's 
internal affairs, and not to muitiate any 
aggression. 

“The negotiations have been held up 


during the last. twenty-four hours, because 


Austria showed. some reluctance from the 
point of view of national amour propre 
to agree to any guarantee oí independence 


bv her Balkan neighbours. Signor Mus- 
solini, ‘however, eventually. drafted a 
formula which was accepted by Austria, 


and enabled M. Laval to make his deci- 
sion to come to Rome. 

The agreement not to interfere in each 
other’s internal affairs may well be.a far- 
reaching agreement, which will not only 
vase the tension in the Balkans, but 
improve. Italo-Yugoslav relations. 

It is possible that this agreement may 
be developed during M. Laval’s visit into 
a consultative pact, which would mean 
that the Powers concerned—namely, Italy, 
Yusoslavia, Czechoslovakia, Austria and 
Hungary-—would agree to meet in con- 
ference before any intended step was taken 
by any party concerned. 

“It has been agreed that Rumania shall 
be excluded -from this agreement, at any 
rate for the present, as she is not an 
Austrian border State. 


WHAT ITALY GAINS 


The question of the cession of a small 
portion of French Somaliland to Eritrea is 
understood to have been already accepted 
by France. 

The question regarding Italy’s share in 
the ownership of the Djibouti-to-Addis 
Ababa Railway has not been entirely 
settled. The position_is a little difficult, 
as the shares are owned by the Emperor of 
Abyssinia, the French Government and 
French private citizens, so that it is diff- 
cult to allot to Italy a sufficient number 
of shares to-satisfy her desire for a real 
share in the ownership. 

It is expected, howeyer, that satisfactory 
arrangements will be reached. 

The question of Italians in Tunisia re- 
taining their citizenship has not, it is un- 
derstood, as yet been entirely settled. The 
French Government is not prepared to 
allow Italians resident in Tunisia to main- 
tain their Italian citizenship indefinitely. 
It is a question of deciding whether they 
are to become French citizens aiter the 
second generation or after a longer period. 

There is also the question of the right 
to open new Italian schools, which is at 
present not allowed. 

Another point being discussed is the 
cession by France to Italy of territory in 
the Sahara to the north of the Tibesti 
Massif and to the west of the  Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan. It is understood that the 
extent of this territory has not been abso- 
lutely settled. It is expected to be a fairly 
large area, but not very valuable from 
the point of view of grazing land.

AN HOUR TO CHOOSE ONE 


Wher the sitting opened the Court began 
the loug process of empanelling a jury, which 
will probably take up the most of this week. 
After an hour had passed only one juror had 
been accepted. 

Eventually two women and a man were 
selected. 

Mrs. Hauptmann nervously took off and put 
on her gloves. Hauptmann sat quietly un- 
concerned, occasionally darting quick glances 
round the room, in the scene. 

Now and then the shrill voices of laughing 
children playing in the streets below re- 
echoed in the courtroom, causing the eyés of 
many to turn towards Hauptmann, who, how: 
ever, did not seem to hear them.

RANSOM NOTES

The Antwerp Commercial Court has 
non-suited the Trappist Fathers in a claim 
for 250,000 francs damages for unlawful 
competition mhde by them against a 
brewer of Brasschaet, near Antwerp, who 
gold beer under the name of Trappist beer. 

For the brewer it was contended —_ 
the name “ Trappist " was not a special 
mark, but a lied to several beers made 
in different Trappist monasteries ; tha; the 
Trappists were not traders, and therefore 
could not complain of competition on the 
part of a real trader. 

The Court, in a closely reasoned judg- 
ment, agreed entirely with the brewers 
submissions. ‘It héld that the Trappists 
were an association not for purposes of 
profit, and that their ideal was to live. 
according to the precepts of St. Benedict, 
to do charitable work and to propagate 
the Catholic faith. 

Though it could be admitted that a 
religious community might carry on 4 
trade to supply its charitable funds, it 
was inadmissible that such a community 
should place itself on the same footing as 
real traders, whose business was carried 
on exclusively for profit. 

The Trappists were ordered to pay the 
costs of the action.

Arbitration 
Tribunal, and to say that my Executive 
notes that the claim contained in its 
letter of the 8t ultimo will be .con- 
sot hy when arrangements come to be 
made for consulting the ‘ staffs on. the 
constitution of the Arbitration Tribunal. 

“As it is now nearly three yedrs since 
the promise to establish an Arbitration 
Board was made to the Civil Service, 
my Executive would urge that immediate 
steps be taken to consult the staff 
organisations on the proposed Arbitra- 
tion Board, so that. it may be established 
without further delay.” 


THE REPRESENTATIVE 
COUNCIL 


“The editorial contains strong comments 
upon the Civil Service Representative 
The claim is made that if the last 
meeting of this body had been held ''tó 
demonstrate the utter futility and hopelessly 
unrepresentative character of the so-called 
Representative Council it could hardly have 
been more successful.” 

It is stated that the minutes show 
that on the official side no less than 
six heads of Departments attended, while 
only two representatives of the Insti-

She noticed that the requirements of the 
order regarding the signing of advice notes .

ALFRED EWING

Ss" ALFRED EWING, the distinguished 


scientist, and a former President of the 
; British Association, is lying seriously 
ill at his home at Cambridge. He has been 
il for about five weeks, suffering from 
general weakness and heart trouble. It is 
feared that he is sinking slowly. 

Sir Alfred is in his seventy-fifth year. 

“ My father was ordered to bed by his 
doctor in the middle of November,” said Mr, 
John Ewing last night. 

“He was suffering from overstrain, for he 
had been working véry harl for a man of 
his years. Since Christmas his condition has . 
become very serious, and two days ago 1 
was summoned from Switzerland, where } 
had been engaged in winter sports. The 
deetor fears that he is sinking slowly, 
and the end may be a matter of days.” 

On the outbreak of war he was put in 
charge of “ Room 40.” the famous depart- 
ment at the Admiralty, which dealt with 
enemy cipher. No code or cipher was too 
dificult for Sir Alfred and his staff to un- 
ravel. 

In 1933 Sir Alfred expressed a wish to 
record in his reminiscences something of 
what transpired in ' Room 40°’ during the 
most critical years of the war. The 
authorities, much to Sir Alfred's regret, 
withheld permission, and so some of the 
most closely guarded secrets of the war 
still remain untold. 

“Except for an amateurish interest in 
ciphering, I had no special fitness, but I 
could not refuse to try, said Sir -Alfred 
in his book, “ To me the bhilding pp and 
charge of Room 40 was the most interestin 
experience in a life that has never lack 
variety.”

T a combined inquest at Coltishall, 
A Norfolk, yesteylay, on the bodies of 
é two men, the jury found that Mr. 
William Neville arpenter, managing 
director of the Coltishall Yacht and Engineer- 
ing Company, was murdered by a former 
employe, William Waller, an orphan, aged 
18, who afterwards committed suicide on the 
railway line while of unsound mind. 

The Coroner (Mr. W. J. Barton) sat with 
a jury, and Mr. L. C. Goose watched the 
proceedings on behalf of the Norfolk County 
Council Guardians’ Committee. Mr. Archi- 
bald Bacon appeared for Mr. Carpenter’s 
firm. 


EVIDENCE ABOUT WALLER 


Clifford Allen, Carpenter’s business partner, 
said that Carpenter was between 45 and 50, 
a single man living alone. Waller had 
worked for the firm for some years until 
November. There had been no ill-feeling 
between the two to his knowledge. 

Mr. Allen said that Waller left the works 
on his own—more or less ran away. 

Waller on one occasion drank methylated 
spirits, and after that he refused to return, 
and seemed a little queer. Until then he 
had worked well. 

Walter Charles Childs, a farm labourer, 
of Coltishall, said he adopted Waller under 
the Board of Guardians 11 years ago. On 
Monday night he seemed quite normal at 
tea time. 

The Coroner—Did he ever complain about 
Mr. Carpenter ?—Only when he left. He said 
he did not like working there, and did not 
like Mr. Carpenter. 

Since leaving Waller had done a week's 
work, but had been under the doctor for 
varicose veins. It was on this account he 
had been rejected from the Army and Navy. 
In November last the boy was dragged home 
from his work drunk. He said then he had 
nothing to live for, and wanted to ‘‘ do him- 
self in,” but had been unable to find poison. 
Ordinarily, Waller was an abstainer. 


THE TELEPHONE CALL 


Dr. Frank Sugden, of Coltishall, said on 
New Year's Eve, at 6.50 p.m., he received 
a telephone call that he was wanted at Mr. 
Carpenter's. 

“Within three minutes,” continued Dr. 
Sugden, “I was there and found the house 
in darkness. Inside I heard groaning, and 
with my flashlight found Mr. Carpenter lying 
on the floor of the front room, obviously in 
agony. The telephone transmitter was hang- 
ing off. 

“There was a lot of blood on Mr. Car- 
penter’s shirt front and on the floor. I said 
to him, ‘What has happened?’ and jhe 
replied in a strong, firm voice, ‘ William 
Waller shot me, and then hit me over the 
head with a gun.’”’ 

The doctor added that Carpenter died 
before the Rector, the Rev. Charles Grant, 
who had been summoned, could arrive. 

The post-mortem showed that he had been 
shot with a shot-gun in the lower part of the 
chest.. The gun had been fired at close 
quarters. There were two wounds on the 
back of the head extending down to the bone. 

There was blood in the sittingroom, and 
there was a trail to the front room, as if the 
injured man had dragged himself along to 
the telephone. 


MENTAL EMOTION 

Asked about Waller, whom he had 
attended, Dr. Sugden said he thought that 
the methylated spirit incident was an indica- 
tion of mental emotion—that Waller was un- 
balanced. There was no evidence of a 
struggle in Carpenter’s house. 

He (the doctor) had noticed no signs of 
insanity in Waller, but it was possible for a 
man with impulsive insanity to appear quite 
normal up to within a few seconds of com- 
mitting a crime. Carpenter, to have crawled 
to the telephone, must have been terribly 
strong. 

Mrs. Lucy May Brock, operator at the 
Coltishall Hall Telephone fsa sag said 
that when Mr. Carpenter first rang on Mon- 
day night she could not tell what he said, 
but later caught the words, “ Doctor, quick,”’ 
and connected him with Dr. Sugden. 

Arthur James Childs, son of Mr. Walter 
Charles Childs, who previously gave evidence, 
identified as his a small-bore shot-gun with 
the butt broken off. Waller had no permis- 
sion to use it, but could easily get it. 

Police Constable Baker said he found the 
broken-off butt of the gun in the living room 
of Carpenter’s house. From the state of the 
room it appeared that Carpenter was in his 
chair when attacked. 
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BACK TO PRISON 


NURSE’S RECORD OF 
CRIME 


— 


A brilliant nurse, said to have “an appal- 
ling criminal record, was at Devon Quarter 
Sessions yesterday sentenced to three years’ 
penal servitude and five years’ police super- 
vision, 

The nurse, Aileen Sinclair (46), admitted 
three charges of stealing cutlery, clothes and 
other articles, valued im all at £70, from 
houses at Sidmouth, Sidford and Tednburn, 
where she had been engaged as a nurse. 

Mr. Anthony Hawke, for the prosecution, 
said that the serious feature of the case was 
that at a time when honest people found it 
difficult to get employment a woman should 
be able as soon as she came out of prison 
to get employment as a nurse and victimise 
people. 

Sinclair, he said, had an appalling criminal 
record, dating from 1906, and had spent 
about twenty years in prison, but there ap- 
peared to be no check in her obtaining situa- 
tions, 

Mr. W. E. Batt, for Sinclair, said that 
she was a brilliant nurse, having passed 
through one of the best London rss, 
and had been highly recommended by doctors 
under whom she worked. 

Police Sergeant McCrea, of Sidmouth, said 
that Sinclair had three convictions for 
bigamy, and others for theft, fraud, false 
pretences, unlawful wearing of military de- 
corations, falsely representing herself to be 
a State-registered nurse, and attempted 
suicide. 

The Chairman (Mr. Raleigh Phillpotts), 
passing sentence, said that the Court thought 
that any nursing institution would be well 
advised to make careful inquiries into the 
class of woman they employed.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The new Bishop of Down and Connor and 
Dromore (the Right Rev. Dr. MacNeice) was 
welcomed by the Diocesan Council at the first 
meeting in Belfast to-day, over which the 
Bishop presided, since his translation from 
the Diocese of Cashel. 

Mr. John Bristow welcomed the new Bishop 
in the name of the Diocesan Council. They 
wished him 4ong life and prosperity, and they 
believed that the diocese would benefit greatly 
from his episcopate. 

Sir Robert Kennedy, K.C.M.G., joined in 
expressing the very hearty welcome to the 
Bishop. The Bishop had extensive knowledge 
of Church conditions all over Ireland, and his 
Episcopate would be of the very widest ser- 
vice to the whole Church. 

Canon Clarke, as the serior clerical mem- 
ber, declared that the words of welcome ex- 
pressed the sincere feelings of all hearts, and 
that their sympathy and prayers would be 
with Bishop MacNeice in the great work be- 
fore him. 

The Bishop, in his reply, expressed his 
warm thanks. He had already commenced 
his ministry in the diocese at a Service in 
Downpatrick on Tuesday, when 100 people 
received from him the Holy Communion. He 
also had the sorrow of visiting Seapatrick 
Parish, Banbridge, where one of their finest 
clergymen had beer called to rest. He realised 
that the biggest task in the Church of Ireland 
was before him. Those who asked him to 
undertake it must be responsible with him 
for it. He thought his predecessors—Drs. 
Welland, Crozier, d’Arcy and Grierson—splen- 
did men, whose example he would keep before 
him. They in Ireland did rot always realise 
how great and outstanding a personality their 
Primate was.

FOWL SMUGGLING 
CHARGE

CUSTOMS PROSECUTION 
FAILS

DUNDALK, Wednesday. 
At Dundalk District Court to-day two Northern 
Ireland fowl-dealers, Andrew Donegan, of 
Moira Castle, and Edward Morris, of Carrick- 
broad, were charged with smuggling fifteen 
fowl into the Free State. 

Mr. P. J. O’Hagan, solicitor for the defen- 
dants, protested .against the action of the 
Customs authorities in having sold the fowl. 

The case for the prosecution was that 
Donegan and Morris were seen crossing the 
border, and that when stopped there were 
fifteen fowl in the cart. 

Morris denied that the fow! were smuggled, 
and said there would be no point in taking 
them into the Free State, as fowl were as dear 
in the Northern markets as in Dundalk. 

District Justice Goff dismissed the charge, 
and ordered that the defendants be paid the 
value of the fowl! seized and sold. 
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FREIGHT ON BEET PULP

CORK, Wednesday. 

Arising out of a letter from the Clyde 
Shipping Co., read at Cork Harbour Board 
to-day, regarding the proposed dues on beet- 
root pulp, the general manager stated that 
the commodity had not hitherto been classified 
and he had suggested a figure of 5d. per ton. 
The beet company considered this too high 
and asked for a reduction to 3d. Suggesting 
that the application be refused, Mr. T. J. 
Murphy P| that the factories preferred to 
export’ the pulp rather than supply it to 
farmers for cattle feeding. The Government 
should prevent that practice. 

Mr. ©. F. Murphy said that as long as 
the export was permitted the factories were 
perfectly entitled to sell in the best market; 
also, it was new revenue to the Board, and 
if they did not accept it some other port 
would. 

The matter was referred to the Law and 
Finance Committee.
